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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 6-18 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on May 20, 2005. 

Claim ReJecUons - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitied to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Sugimoto 
(US 2002/0087266). 

Regarding claim 1, Sugimoto discloses a method of using an information 
notification system, comprising the steps of: 

defining a defined reminder profile for a specific terminal (40, abstract); 

acquiring location information for the specific terminal attached to a 
communication network (paragraph 39); 

comparing the acquired location information with the defined reminder profile, 
wherein if the acquired location information matches the defined reminder profile, 
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issuing a trigger signaling to at least one user, and outputting a notification to the user at 
a respective user terminal (paragraphs 40-43). 

Regarding claim 2, Sugimoto discloses the step of providing a spatial reminder 
range defined with reference to a reminder location (paragraph 61). 

Regarding claim 3, Sugimoto discloses the step of defining the defined reminder 
profile to comprise a temporal reminder range defined with reference to at least one of a 
current date and time (paragraph 17). 

Regarding claims 4-5, Sugimoto discloses the step of acquiring using a GPS 
system (paragraph 37). 

Conclusion
